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THE PRATT CASE.
Bose of the New York judges seom deter-
mined to lose no opportunity to render them-
gelyes as ridioulons and troublesome as possi-
ble, The famous MecCunn, who probably
fears that the judges connected with the
railroad war have descended te a lower desp
than himself, has been making a desperate
effort to regain his lost laurels by his inters
ference in the Pratt case, but from present
indications he will snceeed only in exhibiting
his imbecility.

The prisoner, J. H. Pratt, is acoused of
complicity in several shocking murders in
Toxns, the victims being persons in the cus-
tody of the United States troops, and of being
one of the most dangerous and turbulent
spirits of the Southwest. His imputed crimes
were so numerous and outrageous that the
military nuthorities felt compelled to make
energotic efforts to capture him, and the
pursuit was so persistent that he was forced
to leave the scenes where he had delighted in |
rapine and bloodshed, and find refuge in the
slums of New York, Being discovered there,

he was arrested on & warrant issued
by the United States Commissioner, :
and in the natural course of things

the only question at issne would have been
whether the man arrested really was Pratt,
and whether there was good reason to believe |
that Pratt had endangered the peace of Texas
and defied the military authorities of that re-
gion. At this stage of the proceedings, how-
ever, McCunn seems to have discovered an
opportunity for gaining unenviable notoriety
by raising a Htate rights issue, and endearing ‘

himself to the pobt-housa politicians
of the Democratic party by granting
f hearing to the prisoner's connsel,

which closed by the issue of a peremptory
order for Pratt’s release. But as the United
States Marshal had the prisoner in custody,
and as the United States Commissioner had
not made his decision in the case, McCunn's
action commanded no respect, and its only
practical influence was to incite Marshal
Barlow to greater vigilance in guarding his
prisoner. The irate McOunn threatened ter-
rible things, and wild rumors prevailed of the
expected intervention of a regiment of New
York militia, under the command of the
Sheriff, on behalf of the Texan murderer. At
this juncture Marshal Barlow received an
autograph letter from the President, directing
him to use all means at his disposal against
any forcible rescue, and to retain his prisoner
~—which means that if there is to be a fight for
the body of Pratt it must be a big one, and
one that even the bloody G9th of
New York would scarcely be able to
carry to a successful conclusion against the
authorities of the United States. After this
fact became generally known, Judge McCunn
simmered down. He concluded that he was
not so terribly anxious for Pratt’s immediate
discharge after all. He would wait until Mon-
day, and give the United States Commissioner
a chance to investigate the case on the basis
first proposed; and that investigation, we
opine, will decide the whole matter, If Pratt
is set free, Judge McCunn's interference will
be useless, and if Pratt is remanded baek to
Texas, Marshal Barlow and the Government
troops will not have the slightest disposition
to hold him subject to MeCunn's orders,

The legal controversy hinges on the status
of Texas and the peculinr powers of the mili-
tary which arise from the special features of
this case. It may be that the whole subjeot
will finally be referred to the highest judicial
tribunals of the country, and if any doubtful
points are involved, this course will be taken:
but meanwhile the eagerness of a judge of
McQunn's calibre to precipitate a collision
with the national aunthorities is ridicnlons and
contemptible,

Blushing attempt to prevent this desperado
from being punished as he deserves; and
while the peenliay line of defense adopted
may be ncknowledged as perfectly legitimate
within the precinots of the Court of Quarter

[\ Bessions, outsiders who only know the Quarter

Sessions by reputation, and who have old.
fashiioned ideas about law and justice, eannot
but be seandalized. There seems to be.a
decided disposition on the part of the Court
nnd the District Attorney to have Huggerty

brought to trial before he has another
chanee  to  plagne  the  community,
and it i¢ sincerely to be hoped

that they will manage to keep him fast in jail
until he and his counsel ave tived of playing
with justice and consent to the case being
tried in a proper manner. If Haggerty's
counse] can resort to all manner of technioal
quibbles to delay his trial, and if possible pro-
cure his release, wo hope that the Distriet
Attorney will, if necessary, resort to similar
tacties, and streteh the law to its utmost to
keep the prisoner in custody. The Common-
wealth has Haggerty in its clutches now, and
it ought to keep him there at all hazards.
